Werren Hastiogs sleeps with bis fathers, most honoured 
by these who best his actions ; and all that the friesds of 
hie enemies now seek to achieve is, to prevent the monument of 
bis fame expressing in words the diagrace whick they feel must 
Bow attach to their viralent persecation,¢ Hyder and Tippoo are 
bow fargotten, except when their fate is brought forward “ to

Prior to the goverament of the Marquis of Wellesley, the 
Indian Press was unfettered indeed, bat condacied in the most 
slovenly manner possible, The prioter of a journal generally 
acted alse in the character of editor, and filled his pages with @ 
few ill-writiga paragcapha of domestic ijatelligence, some ex- 
tracts from the Eaglish prints, chosen according as their quantity 
of letiers-preas might fit his, sheet, and occasionally by way ef 
a bon bouche, some wretehed stanzas of thyme, or a trite string of 
mawkish, stupid truisms, aoder the imposing title of An Essay, 
by some would-be Spectator or Rambler, . 


Ia the state to which Iedia, bas of late been redaced, all 
this could have done po great harm, asthe whole comtinent isnow 
either avowedly of virtually andes our, control; bat a: the time 
to which I allade, the Governor-general bad a very dificult part 
to act, and one that requiced the greaiess delicacy aud digcern- 
ment to go through, without givieg aflence, The Biitish domi- 
nions in ladia, were threatened by a powerful native coulede- 
racy ; the cosources of (he mother comatsry were all required to 
aid in the desperate struggle for our biberties, agaiast therere- 
lutionizing spirit of Bucepe: andthe only assiatance we sould 
hope for on the spot, was from anill-connected native bedy, half 
allies, balf mercenaries, whom it was of vital importance te heap 
attached to our cause, not so much from any positive they 
might do it, as from the preponderating power they might gire 
to the euomy, were they to threw theis whole weight inte the op, 
posite scale, These powers, alecady jealous of British tufacace, 
and totally ignorant of British customs, wore extremely apt se 
take alarm and offence at any thing in the Caleetia papers thas 
appeared te them saspicious or improper; aad it was quile ia 
possible to convinee them, that facts ofien grossly misrepreseated 
and optoions militating against their actions of prineipics, per- 
mitted to be published by a goxeroment which had avewadly whe 
power of preventing the publication, had not the sanction as ¥ cll 
as sufferance of that government, as they looked ea newspapers 
io the same light as their owa ukbars, or gazettes, which are pub- 
lished by, or wader the surveillanse of the visier, and only tell 
what he deems it ft the people should kaew. To prevent the 
disastrous effcets to which such pablications might give rise, & 
bridie was pat ow the pross, ia the shape of a censorship ; bot 
during the governorship of the Marqais of Wollestes, the reins 
wore never drawa tighter by the proposers of the measure thea 
the objects in view could striotly justify. 


Tn the course of time, the increase of Buropean inhabitants 
in Bengal, created a demand for editors of a higher order thaa 
those who bad formerly exercised that function —mon of educa- 
tion antl talent were soon found to andertake the daty. These, 
from their rank tg life, had better means of procariag ioformati- 
on through the servants of government, and the métecautile peo- 
ple ef Caloutta, than their predepessors, and had iuMaence suli- 
cient with other men of talent to obtain occasionally assisiaace 
from them, so that about that time papers from the pen of seach 
men as Sic Joba Malpelm, or Joba Leyden, were aot uafrequent-

Impressed ag Tom with these feelings, hough widely difer- 
ing from his Lordship om polities! poiats, these ia.tet tide risk 
that I should wish to derogate any, thing, from his. welleeasned 


fame ; atthe same time, despising she Battery that would ascribe 


to bim merit which be does no} possess, justice compels mete 
erty, such as it was which his Lordship bes- 
towed on tho Indien press, wag ap act of pecessity, not of eboice.

thority with the most capricious rigour, aod anbesitatingly drew 
his pea through many articles, origional and copied, which had 
no possible Coanexion with political questions on either side of 
the Cape; and this to an extent that totally dam-founded those 
who had knows the press fo the comparatively mild days of the 
Wellesley administration. Butin all oppression there is one 
principle implanted ia the human beart, which must o!ways Lring 
with it the greatest consolation tothe reef friends of political 
liberty—tyranay bas ever the effect of producing © reaction on 
its aathors, aed setting those who are expased to t, by ‘orce or 
fraad, to overcome or evade it. Ja the present instance, a reme- 


dy was fouod for this intolerable grievance where it was at icast 
expected, 

The only threat with government had itin their power tq

les imposed on the press by the same means which they hadadent- 
od. The marrative of this may be considered tedious, but as it 
is necessary for edtite tenuate’ taetins as 
consisely as possible, — 
After the Marquis of Hastings’ retarn from the Marattah 
which he brought to so successful a conclusion in the 
year lt the fubabitants of Calcutta determined on an Address 
to bim, and several leading people in the settlement requested 
diftereat gentlemen to make drafis for that purpose. Among 
others, a Roverend Gentiemen, the editor of a weekly paper, was 
asked by a large parts 6f geatiemen to seed ia one, with an as- 


to them, i appeared so very poor a preductian, that they de- 
clared to the gentleman te whom it was intrusied, that they cogid | 
not give it theirsasction. Whetber this told bim this or 
not, mest for ever remaig a matter of u as we have 
csty dase soutupbuseadtdhes bs Gioeuiieniediiadiantaandnatnen 
and bad they even agreed ia their story, there are still men 
sceptical as to have doabied them both. Netiled at this insalt 
offered to bis taleats, the clergyman struck. sound him in the 
dark ; aad instead of confaing bis wrath to these whe bad de- 
serted bim ia bis utmost need, he wreaked his vengeance chiefly 
en his saccessfal candidate, whom he accused, without the slig bt- 
est shadow of reason, of having used andac meaas to have bis 
address carried by the meeting. —This was met on the other side 
by a fell and Bat denial, and a farious paper-war commenced, 
carried on by the Man of Ged, on the one band, and the editor 
above alladed to, with the friends of the gentleman whom he bad 
insulted and siaodered on the other ; of this hostilities it is quite 
encagh to say, that panes any thing ea carth bat the 
spirit of Christian charity, 


As there was no attack on government ia this abuse, the 
Sceretary let them goon unmeolesied for some time, til at last 
the worthy minister pot forthe psper, which was thought too 
shamefal even for such a dispwte. Ii was cut out bs the Srere- 
tary. Of this be complained, aod accused the Secretary of being 
a party ia the controversy ; and be, to shew bis impartiality, 
cat out the whole of his opposent's papernext day. This was jast 
what that opponent bad long desired, & be » ish od to free himself ; 
bat wished aiso for some act of indiseuisniy arbitrary pewer to 
justify bie is so doing ; for, thoegh bis press was the sole pro- 
perty ofa native-bore, aad consequce'!) no ander the immediate 
control of the officers of covers wert. be was uuui ing to come 
te am opea ruptere without being foresd imie the measere. As 
be bad submitted the proofs to the Seerctary, he found be could 
not well insert the offensive papers ia bis jourss!, bat printed 
them i@ @ different sheet, under the title of “rejected para- 
graphs,” and distributed them grataitoasly to his sebseribers. 
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This fret act act of open rebellion caused some confusion ia the 
secretary's wes, Set it was thought that a littl intimidation 
might check it bud. Accordingly, a goverament peon (mea 
seager) was sent to the priating office to purchase a copy of the 
“rejected paragraphs,” with whieh he was perye’ 
dated, bat also with a receipt foc the amount. It.was new quite 
apparcet that there was one press in Caloutta set (ree, on grounds 
whieh there was no possibility of disputing, and whether from 
this caase, or aa aaxioes wish om the part of gov maw 
fetter the press, a ciroalar was issued two > ties, bee 
‘storetary’s office, removing the censorship, but forbiddiog (on 
what pains or penalties it was net specified) all editors from 
lishing any thing, original or copied, that might burt the 
of bis 4 or bis ministers for the time being, the LF oat 
general of Coancil, Judges of the Supreme Coart, Bis- 
hop of Calecatta, and the governors of Madras or Bombay. Thus 
was the rod of power wrenched by force from the uewilling hans 





of goveroment, which, had they possessed the good sense to lay — 


down twelve mooths sooner, of their own accord, even coupled 
with the eemerous restrictions and modifications, which, as we 
have noticed above, they have attempted to attach to the boon, ft 
would have secured to them the gratitude of the public at large, 
and saved them the mortifcation ef being forced into & measure, 
which the straggle they made, and are still making, shews fo have 
been totally against their iaclinations. 


Soon after this modified liberty had been granted, Mr, J. 
Buckingham purchased the property of the Union Preas, whioh 
had solargely contributed to the emancipation of the whele, and 
made use of his pewly-acquired pewer to set the press of Madras 
on an eqeal footing with that of Bengal, lo this, however, he did 
net go very wisely to work, (prudence not being bis forte) for he 
inserted a letter from Madras, aunouncing that Mr Biliot was to 
be contioued ia the government for three years longer, and that 
there it was looked upon asa public calamity, The government. 
house of Calcutta was again in an uproar, and a friend of Mr. B.'s 
was seat ro him on a demi-official mission, te rebuke him for his 
OFeace, and ware him agaioat sech proceedings in fuiere. To 
this, after ackewiedging bis error, he replied, thai necopy of the 
cireatar had been goat te him, which was literally tree; but it 
bad been sent to the Presa, which he bad perchased, and if he bad 
not seca it there, be might have seen it at fall lengthin Tar Ga- 


‘SUtTecs, wore it was pablished ia the neat nember afte: it was is- 


saed. This, however, be soon forgot, and agein exposed himself 
“to the wrash of the Govornmont-hoase. Had Buckingham been a 
‘man of moderate temper, with the strong nateral abiiities be 
possesses, be might have done much good setting the liberty of 
the press on & permanent basis; bat I fear, from what T have 
since learned, that his violence will de irreparabic mischie! to the 
cause be bas espoesed, by giving those who oppose it a» practical 
exemple of the worst uses that such license may be turned to; 
for though the Governor and most of his advisers are Whigs, 
whea opposed to those ia power in this country, it bas long been 
known that place and ne place makes ail the difference imaginable 
ia the tactics of practical politicians. 


By the last accounts we have learned, that be has mortally 
offended the government, who bave given him warming to be ready 
teoqait the couutry ata moment's notice; and we have bees 
given to understand, that he has conditionsily sold his Press, 
and is quite prepared for aremoval: bat /et him not Aumselfl 
with the prospect of such good fortune. They will hardly now sen- 
tare on such a step, and if they should, it will be the lackiest 
accident that ever belel him; for he must certsiniy bave in bis 
eye the elevation into consequence of one political adventurer, 
whe left lodia ia no very bigh estimation among those who know 
him best, but who has obtained great conmderation among somo 
part of the kingdom, by possessing Buckingham’s impudeace 
alowe withoat the slightest preteations to one-tenth of Bucking- 
ham's talents. 

There is only one question with regard toa free press ia 
ladia, which I shall mot take opon myself to decide, bat shall 
leave open te abler politicians to settic. We shall state it je 
the form of the following question:—whether a Goveroment 
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absolute fo itself can derive aay good from the animadver- * 
sions of a body of men, who have neither power nor influence ! 
in any one way to alter or modify its measares, and whom the 
officers of that goverament have it sot in their powers to aoswer 
upon fair terms? Bat whatever may be said Spon this, or any 
ether question of expediency, one thing is certain, that India may 
have a free press the moment she chooses to y native-born editers 


and proprietors, and people will toke these duties upon themselves * 


there ata very rate. Therefore the Jeromiads pbdured 
forth so liberally of late, are totally thrown away; and the good 
people, who bave been ventaing their groans on that subject, 
“ as thick as mill-wheels strike,” may dry their eyes, and con- 
sole themselves with the assurance that their fellow-countrymen 
in Todia bave as good aright to write nonsense as any of os 
here.

P. 8.—Since writing the above, I have learned that the plan 
of buodling Mr. Buckingham out of the country bad been totally 
abandoned, acd that the good people about the Government-Hoase 
had determined to try their lack with a jury. Accordingly, after 
mach preliminary discussion, an ex officio information was filed 
against him by the Advocate-General, and an indictment of no 
less than ten Counts was falminated atthe bead of the unhappy 
editor, apon all of which the jury rcturmed a verdict of Not Guilty. 


T think all honest men, who traly love and venerate the 
liberties of their coantry, must rejoice in this verdict; and the 
whole proceedings, harsh and overbearing as they were, mast

This is a most seri- 
ows charce against any government; but we have the best proof 
of its felsehood, in the high character, as a gentleman and a man

Loss of the Pachet-Ship Liverpool. —We have siready an- 
nounced the loss, oo the banks of Newfoundtend, of the packet- 
ship Lrvearoot, which sailed from New York for Liverpool oo 
her Grst voyage on the 16th of July, The whole of the passenge:s 
and crew are saved, though their sufferings mest have been 
severe, as they were emposed te the weather for days io 
open boats, when they were taken up by a Gshing boat, and con- 
veyed to St. Joba's, Newfonadiand. Captain Lee and the crew, 


was lost on the S516 ult. oa the backs of Newfovediand, by ran- 
niog foal of an istaad of ice, bat all bands saved and put into St. 
John’s; thence wost of the passtogers bither in the 
Dant, of this place, but a passeager (an infant child) having died 
on the passage, we are compeliod to wait bere the visitation of 
the querantice officers, which must delay us from tending until 
to-morrow, 


“Captain Lee sailed oo the same day with as (the 6th of 
Aag.) io a schooner from New York, with the whole of the crew 
and one of the passengers. 


“The vessel only floated two hours, and nothing was saved 
except the clothes we bad on, end a little specie. We were five 
days in the open boats, aod oa the 7th arrived at St. Joba's, bav- 
ing been taken ep by © Gshing bont ow the Sth day.”

reduced to a biscuit aed balf a pint of water per day, not baving 
been able to save any thing from on beard the Liverpool; at 
length atthey were picke@ up by a Gshing boat, ia which they 
were out two days, and carried to Newfoundland. Capisia Lee 
of the LivenPoet, chartered a schooner at St. Joba's to carry 
the crew back te New York.

The accennts of thia cel brated sndividaal, which have fonod their 
way into the Payers nod Magazines sincehisideati are in many res- 
pects very imacés: ate! The following has bea tarnished by a Geniieman 
well acquainted with Str Witham and his jamily, aud its accuracy may 
be reed on: - “ bua 

“Sir Wiliam Herschel was bor@ia November, 1738; bis father 
being a masicien, bronght ap bis four sons, of whom Sir Wm. was the 
second, to the same profession, and placed him atthe age of 14, in Une 
band of the Hanoverian Foot Gaards. Unabie, however, long to endure 
the drudgery ef such 4 situation, and conscions of saperior praticiency 
in,his art, he determined on quitting, the regiment, and seeking hiv for- 
tane in England, where be arrived about theend of the vear 175%. After 
straggling with great difhealtirs ia Londen, he was encaged sy the Earl 
of Darlington, to saperintend andimsiruct a military vead rien torming 
by that Noblemaan, in the Conaty of Dasbam, aud ine opening thus af- 
forded, contribated so far te increase his repyation and conpections, aso 
indece him to spend several years after the termimation of this engage- 
ment in the neighbourhood of Leeds, Pontefract, Doneaster, S&c. where 
he had many scholars, ead led the public concerts, oraterios, dec. 


“In 1766 he was chosen Organist at Halifax, asitnation he soon after 
resigned for the more advastageous one of Oresaint at the Octagon 
Chapel! at Bath. 16 this great and gay resort of fashion, his extract- 
dinary masical talents procered him ample employment; and the directi- 
en of the pablic Coacerts and his private teaching produced him a evnsi- 
derable income. 


“Bat thoagh fond to entimsiasm of his profession, his ardent 
thirst for kuowledge had begun for some time past te epen a nobier 
field to bis exertions. While at Halifax, he had commenced a course 
of mathematical reading, and in spite of the difficulty of sach studies, 
acquired without assistance a considerable familiarity with prieciples 
boil of pureand applied mathematics, Tue savlime views disclosed 
by medera asteveomy, fad powertally atiracted bis attention, and 
when he read of the uobie discoveries made by the assistance of the 
telescope, be was seized with an irresistibie deste to see with his own 
eyes the wonders be read of. Kortusately, the price of aa pstrament ca. 
pable of satisfying his curiosity was beyond bis means, and he resolved 
to attempt the constraction of one for himself, In this ardaoas task, 
after encountering endless difficnities, he succeeded, and im 1774 first 
saw Saturn io a five (eet ceGecting telescope, made by his own hands. 
Escoaraged by Se ee eee sven 
cormmpleted a seven, a tem, aud a twenty feet +» labouring witht 
such obstieacy as to have actnally finished: tho less than 200. object mir- 
rocs before be could satisfy humself with the-performance of one. 


** Astronomy now oceapied so mach of his attention, that he began 
todimishis protessional engagements, and restrict the nomber of his 
scholars. 


** Abeat the latter end of 1779, he commenced » recolar review of 
the Heavens, star by star, with a seven f-et reflector, and having alrea- 
dy continned this epwards of 16 months, he was ac length rewarded on 
the 13th of March, 1791, with the diseovery of « new primary planet, to 
which te afterwards gave the name of Georgiom Sidas, now more gene- 
ratly distinguished by that of Uranas. 


“In couseqnence of this memorsble discovery, the attention of the 
scientific world became fixed apom him, and his late Majesty, with « 
promptitade of liberality which mast ever be recorded to his honour 
as a patron of science, enaghied him, by the setuement of a bands ome 
salary, to discontinue his professiousl exertions, and devote the remain. 
der of his life wholly to Astrouomy. In consequence of this arrange. 
ment, Herschel immediately quitied Bath, avd took up his residence 
at Datchet, in the nesghvourhood of Windsor, where he was neo scoourr 
established than be entered on a career of discovery anexampled, per. 
baps, in the history of science. Having removed to Slough, he com- 
menced the erection of a telescope of yet larger dimension than any 
before attempted, which be completed ia 1987, and sided by ths sta. 
peadous instrument, and by others of hardly ieferior power, extended 
his researches to every part of the heavens, penetrating inte regions of 
space of a remoteness eluding caicalation, and developing views of the 
constraction of our own system and the apiverse, of « daring subiimity, 
badly more sarprisivg than the stricteess of the induction on which 
they rest. 

“Ta these observations and the {sbericus calceistions into which 
they led, he was assisted throughout by bis exeeiient ster, Miss Caro. 
line Herschel, whose indefaugabic and womesstating devotion ia the per. 
formance of a task asually deemed incompativie with female habits, 
serpesses all calogiem. Ii is not oer task to trace the progress of these 
duecoveries, which were communi¢ated as they arose to the Royal 
Society, and form as important part of the published trassactions 
leatued body (rom ibe yeas 1783 ve 1618, - 
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Iw 17---, be married Mary, widow of the late John Pitt, Brq. and 
the ion of a tic happiness be from this anion, 
while it tes:ified the jastice of bis choice, contributed powerfnliy to che- 
rish that ealm tranquillity of mad which icthe mative element of contem- 
plative philosophy, aad the soil trom which its shoots rise most vigorous 
and most secare. 


Te 1916, his present Majesty was gracionsly pleased to confer on 
him the derorations of the Guelphie Order at Knighthood. His astrone- 
mital obeprvations were continued within afew years of bis death, till 
Wie declining etrength, no longer keeping pace with the activity of bis 
mind, he sank at length foll of years and glory, amidst the applause of 
the world, and what was fer dearer to him, the veneration of his family, 
and the esteem and love of all who koew him. 


Sir Wiliam Hervebel has left one soa, who, with bis father’s name, 
inberits his distinguished talents.

about two years back, where, by mingling hints of restitation of mation- 
al property, and of the holiness of tithes, in their disconrses, they mar- 
rowly escaped being torn in pieces by an enraged populace ; something 
similar hapenned ot Morlaix. After being some time expected they at 
last arrived at Coutances (Normandy) to the namber of eight ; evéry 
thing sssomed an aypearsuce of baatle. abont the Cathedral.-.the travel- 
ling shops that follow the Mission were erected along one of its 
sides for the sale of hymn books, rosaries, crucifixes, erlics, and other 
implements of worship. The Commissary of Police, at the head 
of the gend’armes and company of pompers, were on duty, and 
county curates came pou ing in from all sides to help their Missionary 
biethren-..by confessing the women, whom the Missionaries would 
net coufess'!'! To terrify them the more, the first evening the 
preacher at the Cathedsal (for they vreached at St. Peter's also, though 
not im the other three charches) began by telling the women, who were 
ail mixed with the menin the b dw of the charch, there being no rews, 
only chairs placed in rows, that he dare say they rejoiced in finding 
themerives among the men where they micht bear pretty things said to 
them, or else stroll unperecived through the long aisles; buat, (added he, 
raving bis voice), T kuew that it is not vour prayers that bring you here, 
therefore, at leat Twill keen the temple clean from impurities, by se. 
parating yon.” Actordingly next day the charel’ was property parceled 
Out; twochoirs were formed and two entrances to the charch with eend’ 
armes. Tu the front of the men's seats were the places for the clergy 
and seminarists, With the Bichon at their head, amounting to apwards 
6! 600, the Missionaries waited onthe young ladies, and seat cards to 
the vounge men, to come and recite in their apartments, that the fine 
voices might be chosen to fill up the choir, They preached twice a day 
— morning service began at 6} and finished at eight o'clock The day was 
goeut in confessing the men in the Missionaries’ apartments, Reening ser- 
vice began at 4). and ended at eighto’eiock, Monsieur 1 AbLNE Le Vis. 
seur, Under Chief of the Missionaries, beran the evening cervives bv a 
prayer to the Virgin, thea cage ont the hymna, and exolained it copiansty, 
He then mounied the valpit, gave a close on the Sermon abont te be 
preached, thew came the discourse, and the whole terminated with Grand 
Mass. 

Daring the tact fourteen days of the Mission, for it tasted «ix 
weeks, dialocucs were given instead of Sermons, a temporary palpit was 
erected opposite the asual one, and a Missionary acting the obdurate, 
unconiessing sinner appeared in it, attered a few objections to re.tgion in 
genesal, and was regularly converted by his ghostly admonisher, All that 
partof ihe Coarch situate behind the grand altar was crowded with con- 
fessionals ; hei e, the women went to the assistant Clerey frightened and 
downecast ber suse the Missionaries would not confess them, and thereby 
get more thoroughly at the sine of their male connections; for L' Abbé 
Jauson, the Grind Missionary, declared trom the pulpit, that when he 
confessed a woman he was save of hearing the sing of all her neighhoors, 
before her own were mentioned !! 1) To follow the Missionaries through 
all their mummeries wonld be far too long. Tshall, therefore, merely 
mention one or two of them. As they ecaured the peante thet they, to- 
gether with the kingdom, were partionlarly nlaced under the protection 
of the holy Virgin (oy the pravers of the Charch sous entendu), it was 
thought expediewtte dedicate all the children; for which purpose a 
grand procession, headed by the Bishops, &c. went round the town, the 
children dressed in white with tapers in their hands, sarroanded the 
starve of the Virgin carried by twelve young Ladies richly dressed, 
Alter the procession was ended, the Bishop, by the advice of the Mis. 
sionaries, mounted on alarge dining table, addressed, and gave his be- 
nediction to the people. Bat untackily some circametances tended 
te vender this procession rather ledicrons—tet, Wher the Missi. 
ovaries asked for an image of the Virgin, none was to be had: 
in this dilemma, a statue of Liberty, well known in the town from 
having served in the revoiniienary processions, was pitched npen as 
a cubs itete, and accordingly new painted, gilt, &e., and the werd 
Liber 6 + faced from the pedestal, bat it was recognised in the proces. 
sion, anda wag cried ont coild wbtre Dame de la Libertd'!!! which was 
Rot lost upon the crowd, secondly, some caravans of wild heasta with 
fighting dogs and asses, bad been by orders of the Missionaries order, 
ed to quit the town, avd in se doing were followed throwgh part of « 
street by the procession; so that it aoneared one tnd the same. As the 
caravans moved bat slowly in the marrow street, the procession was ob. 
heed to halt, One ot the Miesionaries atking what occasioned the de. 
lav? was anewered by “Te was ee wonder if the 
procesison was bungled when headed bw ases” “ You're mistaken,” 
cried another woe, “tt ts owing tothe Miesionaries’ diahike te campeti- 
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tors" © Weil” shouted a third, “* the Micsionaries wonld he badly 
weed, if thew were wot oreferred te avers, &o." The anlack ye aliasion to 
Mis-enartes avd a ses was kept @e ducing the precession, and procured . 
the Missionaries the nickeame of Acs drivers, On Passion Sunday, a : 
coup de theatre, as the Preach termed it was plawed off: the Cathedral ; 
was hehied ep with tapers every person held one —the erchestra wae * 


covered with splendid hiongings —an altar strongly lighted ap, and dis 
ened oat with goiden few de lit, was formed at the foot of it rows of 
orauge aud myrtle trees were oo cack side of it-—bebind the trees wer ¢ 





seen the glittering helmets and 
whole, at an elevation of above 
tioa of the Hest, opened and disvlayed 
glory. in fact, neither words wor actions were spared to impress the 
people with an idea of Le grandeur dela Religion. The Mission closed 
with * The Pianting of the Cross” —a most imposing spectacie, wonder - 
fully caicalated to work onthe people, and to display the pomps and 
magnificence of the Catholic Religion. 

This procession went fiom the Cathedral round the town, 
and stopped at the Boulevards opposite the "s Palace, io 
the following order :—A Squadron of Gendarmerie—800 Priests 

-600 Women, half in black, half in white, siggieg Prats — 
1300 Cross bearers, by companies of 100—the Cracifix 50 feet 
in length, with a Christ @ feet high—Boys burning incense — 
the Crosier, Relic, &c.—Banners of the Church —the Bishop—Head 
Missionary—Prefect of the Department—Seb-Prefect—Civil Autho. 
rities —Jndeges and Uawyers, ac. &e. &e., in full drevs, followed by 
a mixe4 moalticade of apwards of $0,000 people, displaying the 
banners, brosses, relies, &c. of their different churches. Triom. 
phal arches crowned with Fleur de lis, were erected all round the 
town, the house were covered with white linen, and white flies 
were displayed from all the windows, Every thing went on weli tli 
they came to erect the cross, when owing to their bangling obstinacy, 
the tackling failed, and as it grew late, and no kind Saint seemed dispo- 
sed to work a miracle, the bon diew was left on the ground ali night: 
Next morning, ander the direction of a waval officer, it was Goally 
erected, then L’ Abbe Janson congratniated the peovle on their success, 
and terminated a tone discourse ax follows:—“ La cod donc. meg 
Sreres —cette croix U abrége de la religion toute entiere.” Behold that 
cross, the epitome of our religion, and after patting them ia mind 
of the promise they had made in the grand geeerral confession; be 
continued, these cries of Vive Jesus!

ber of civil society, or loyal to bis King, that does wot confess; yet do 
they leave theorigin of conte<<ion and thé power of absolu tion, baried 
in atter darkness, In fact their chief talent consists in «aying aothing 
in many words, or what is the same thieg, in wrapring ap certain conve. 
nient doctrines in the spacions ciosk of religion. Oftheir own homility 
and meckness the following extract from the sermon of Moosiear Morias 
will be a sofficient example: —* Why, my brethera, oaght we to honoar 
the Priest«? We onght tohonoar them hecduse they are the Ministers 
of Jesus Christ—-becamse they are his Ambassadors —becanse, iff may 
so express myself, they shemecives are Gods. Did you tver know a more 
elevated diguity? They are above Kings, Emperors, and even Angel: ; 
St. Prancois d'Assise that man whose faith was so lively, whoce humili- 
ty wat so profound, and who would not become a Priest. because, as he 
said, he was anworthy of that honear—this St. Praacois d’Avsiee seid, 
that ifhe m tan Angel and « Priest togetter, he would pay his frat 
homage to the Priest. In effect what grandear, dignity, and power iva 
Priest—te his voice Jeans Christ readers himerif obedient, quits the 
Heavens, and comes dowa upon the Altar.—But what am I saviag? 
ishe not himself another Jeans Christ ?— He dees not say in onr redowbr. 
able mysteries, this is the body of Jesas Christ —this is the blond af Josas 
Christ, bat he says this ie my body, this is my blood. And why does 
he speak after thie manner —why so, my bretheren? It is because at this 
instant the man bas disappeared, and wothing remains bar Jens Christ. 
Ia the Tribanal of Penance he does not say Jesus Christ, abeoives you 
he expresses himse)f thas—“1 absolve thee from the sins ; yes, I, in virtoe 
of thé power given to me, te tie and auntie, I free thee, go inpeace!t! 


Of their opinion of God's jastice and clemency, an opinion may 
formed from what was said in on of their sermon:, tenching the 
elect. * Vea God does every thing for his elect, omnia propter cicctos ; 
God desires salvation of man —nothing cocts himto mach in the obtain. 
ing of it. Sometimes alone, to make a saint, he overturns and ruins om. 
pires, changes events, and destroys men ; God makes use of them for 
his elect, and these instraments have no clory bat what they receive 
from God; when allis completed, God destroys them. Cyras, Alexan- 
der, and Caear, they forwarded the prajee s of God—whart has be- 
come of them?’ Their manner of treating one subject may serve 
as apattere of all their sermoas. The mysteries were to be ex. 
pounded —the gloss maker, Monsieur Le Vassenr, begae by telling the 
andienee ** shat the philosophers, id cst, a!! who do not choose to swal- 
low ali they atter — the philosophers aed atheistetangh af the explanart: 
on of mysteries, and Guished with whet isa mystery ? Whe @ mystery 
is athing above the compass of homen anderstinding.” Here Mons. 
Querin, “ « man bera, for the palpit.” came in and began the sermon, 
by recommending the immediate recital of ten Ave Waria’s “ As France 
by divige mercy and throagh the prayers of her holy church, was at wre. 
sent placed onder the particalar care and protection of the Holy Virgin,” 
— after exvatiating along while on the necessity of worshioping the 
Saints and the Virgin, and explaining the thee sorts of worship receiv: 
ed by the Charch, namely the worship Lafric, given te God slone —the 
worship Dulic, given to the Saints whem we doa’t adore—the worship 
Hyperdulic, given to the Virgin —honoared as mother of God, but wat 
adored —and recommending the particnlar care and worship of La Croiz 
—the cross—he stopped. A person present asked a strange, has he 
not preached divinely —what troth —what depth of reasoning! O yes, 
yes, Leappose he will new explaia the mysicrics, “ The mysteries, 
you're joking.--why be bas been explaining them this last hour--they 
are all explained... The fact is, he acver mentioned the word mystery 
ia his sermon tif’ They are particalariy severe acainst philosophers, 
and contiaually address their Congregations with-.-“* You, Gentlemen, 
who pique yourselves on being philosophers young philosophers of one 
and twenty. whe have not yet shaken the da«t of the colleges from off 
you.--you whe decide every thing.” They a°¢ particularly foudjof sneer. 
jug aed jokiog with their congregation. Tory deeried asary, euming, 
and vice of all sorts, ansthemati-iag all whe practice them. Those whe 
lend oat money at weekly interest.-.¢ le prtice semaine, they dame to sil 
erernity. Yer so far do they carry their condemuations, that they damn 
all those who frequent plevs, balls parties, or play cards, billiards, or 
fieqvent calfee-hoa-es. Ta fact, if the precepts af the Missionaries were 
to be tigi flv adhered to, a erson oaght tospead his life before « eruci. 
fix, pray continaally to t+ Vireia and Saints, visit daily the relicks aod 
conteasiomals, and leave bes property to the Charch. ..Thea woald the 
Missionaries be looked mpon a4 Salers, aad crowned «bh glory. The 
people on their knee. imatesd of impertineetty lockieg taro the affairs of 
Goeoverament, «eald be praying aver their “ Parolesien:,” learning 
woald be bes!, whilo-ouhs exploded, commerce ae riected, common sense 
laid aside, and igeormmee, «ooerstinos, feeateeriem, and the Remick 
Ciergy, wonld on-+ more floari-h. 


This mission «2s particaiariy exornsive to the arrondissement of * 


Costacers, be the shops Lemg oft: a thet ow, and ail commerce at a stand 
gtil, except & pretty brisk ready mourcy sale ot the missiouay shops round 
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rosaries, crosses, and old rotten relice, with indulgencies stack to them; 
indeed 1 was said the Missionaries netted a pretiy rennd sam by them, 
as they sold the articles to the saleamea, and obliged them to retail them 
at a fixed price, the quantity of amall white flags, having a red cross oa 
them, and preperly blessed, that were sold, exceeded all belief —every 
peasant that possessed ove thought he held a passport to Paradise io his 
hand, 
To know all the expences incurred by the Mission is impaasible, 
as ali means were taken to prevent the impertinent curiosity ef the Laity 
from prying iote the money matters of their ghostly conductors; the 
letting of the chairs in the body of the Cathedral at 1 sous each, brought 
in from right to gine thousand franes, and the repairs, &e. of that charch, 
after the Mission, cost 15 or 14,000 frames; the cross, which is 60 feet 
in height, cost 30,000 france—it is planted on an elevated part of the 
Boulevards, near the Hotel de Ville and the Rishop’s Palace having at 
its bace 4 chapel, surrounded q@ith railings, and though by the Missiona. 
riet placed ander the protection of Lx Seinte Vierge, still it was found 
4 propos to place a sentinel from the guard there, in order to prevent the 
eatrance of the Demons, who, in the shape of profligate men and women,’ 
thought ft to assemble there to perform their auscemly orgies. The 
Christ is mine feet in length, badly proportioned, panies, 08 evormous 
fice, and ite legs aed thighs being too weak; and it reflects no great 
credit on the taste of the Missionaries, wader whose care this misshapen 
idol was fashioned at Paris. Every evening an heterogeneous crowd is to be 
seen there, 2 or 8 old bigots, some young hypocritical ecclesiastical atu. 
dents, ith okt women aad young girlson their knees to pray and be 
seea, aad crowds of blackguard boys playing chack farthing, &c. close 
beside them, and old mendicants praying forasous pour Camour de le 
Croix. Wt is viewed by fenation with admiration aud by the men with 
derision. However, there it is, a monameut of the charlataneries of the 
Missionaries, and their iagensiry in contriviag ia the course of a few 
weeks to pick the pockets of the people one way or another of about 
300,000 france, Or 19,0001. sterling; a standing proof of their power, 
aod of their good intelligence with Government, which indeed 
may be clearly seen by what happened at Cherharg two years back, 
where to make an impression on the people they played off an excel. 
lent trick, They painted itin the palpit a+ so heinous a sin fo nail the 
wooden Chri-t oa the cross, that when for the erection of the Caltary 
it became ebsolately necessary 80 te do se, #0 one could be found «iif “ge 
to commit sach a dreadfat crime. The very thoughts of it, or else 
the sight of littie missionary gold, deterred the executioner from 
doingit. Ie this seeming extremity, a soldier ander seatence of death, 
was promised by the Missionaries and Pablic Authorities, their inte: ces. 
sion if he would do it—whiech he took care not to refuse. The joyful 
news was sven known, and the next day the soldier beavily ironed, and 
ercorted by the guard, performed the operation, and in three days his. 
pardoa came down from Paris tf! Thus for nailing two pieves uf wood 
together, didhe escape death, Ir is needless tosay the Missionaries 
are now at Pais, where they are listened to, mire by force than good 
will They are still, as opportanitics offer, speaking of the searcity of 
Priests and the necessity of the restitation of national property for the 
peace of the possessors’ souls, andit is snenected they will not conse 
their disinterested preaching til! they meet withthe Holy Crown of 
Martyrdom,

Election of Catholte Wtardens. 


SECOND MEBTING. .VESTRY ROOM, SUNDAY, 
FEBRUARY 23, 1823. 

Having in our Paper of the 19th instant given a correct and 
circumstantial aceount of the proceedings at the Meeting forthe 
Election of Wardens of the Principal Catholic Chureh in Cal- 
eutta, which took place oathe 16th instant, and which was ad- 


journed till the ensuing Sanday ; we think it our duty to lay be- 


fore our readers, an authentic statement of the proceedings at 
this adjourned Meeting held in consequence on Sunday last. 


The discassions ia the Public Papers which had attract- 
ed so muth interest to the first Meeting, drew a far larger coa- 
course of persons to the s¢bond ; and it was expected great 
thiegs woeld be done, as the peblic spirit of beth partics 
seemed wound ap to the highest pitch, so that if was thougit 
neither would yield a single iota to the other. However, the 
Wardens baving considered more maturely of the matier, 
every thing bad been prearranged for their acceptance of 
the dignity they had formerly appeared soresolute to decline, 
The Meeting was opened as osus!, by an Address from the 
Viear in the Portagacse Langeaate, whe stated that in con. 
sequence of a letter addressed by some of the Parishioners te 
the non-aceepting Wardees, they had been prevailed open te 
recal their resignation.

The most interesting part of my life has past away in 
this country, but I have mot lost the feelings dear to the bosom 
of every Briton.
